. The majority of people think that 
Ihe tulip has no smell, and this is true 
Of a great number of the fashionable 
variegated kinds. The old self colored 
torts, however, particularly those of a 
dee'p crimson hue. have a powerful 
pdor, which is dangerous when inhal- 
ed. TUIs odor is of saffron flavor and 
affects many people in a very peculiar 
manner. If breathed deeply, it has 
the effect of producing light beaded- 
ness, which continues for some time, 
causing the sufferer to do and say all 
manner of remarkable and ridiculous 
things. Its influence often lasts for an 
hour or two and is followed by deep 
depression. 


Another common flower whose odor 


has evil properties is the poppy, 'jihis 
1* doubtless due to the quantity of 
cplum which the blossom contains. 
Numbers of 
individuals, especially 


young ladlos of highly strung temper- 
ament, complain of the drowsy sensa- 
tion 
which 
comes 
after 
walking 


through a field of these flowers and 
afterward of violent headaches and a 
disinclination to move about. In Asia 
Minor, where the poppy Is grown lu 
vast quantities for the purpose of ex- 
tracting tbe drug, tourists are fre- 
quently incapacitated for many hours 
after Inspecting n poppy plantation, 
and two cases of death among Ki»g- 
Hsb tourists were traced to the same 
cause last year. 


All flowers grown from bulbs are 


dangerous in rooms whore there Is Ill- 
ness. Although bunches of llowuru are 
Invariably taken ns presents to pa- 
tients, such blooms as hyacinths, lilies 
of the valley, tuberoses and even daf- 
fodils and narcissuses should be care- 
fully avoided. The perfume IK as dan- 
gerous to a person in a critical scute of 
health ns a dose of morphia would bo. 
without possessing tho bum-fits which 
that drug Komotlmos confers.

Which any pardon flower has on tho 
buinnn body Is that which follows the 
handling of tbo particular variety of 
primula known as obcoiilcu.

rieueed gardeners an.- ah\ays careful 
to wear glovoH when

plant, ns, should there be over .such a 
slight scratch or prick on tho handy or 
fingers, evil results are almost curtails 
to follow. 


The first noticeable result Is n slight 


Itching of tbo bands and arms, and this 
precedes tbo breaking out of a nkm 
disease which frequently extends to 
tbo body. It dlos away in the autumn 
when tbo ;wnei> fall, and by Christ- 
MH the sufferer Is free, but the 
Jiula has by no meaim tinlhhcd Us 
deadly work. When spring comes a^nln 
and the nap rises in plants and trees, 
the dread disease makes Us reappear- 
ance nnd continues all through tho 
summer. 


This continues for many yonrs, fre- 


quently for the whole of the victim's 
lifetime, and there Is no known reiu 
edy for It, although years of the most 
rigid dieting ha\o in some cases pro- 
duced a diminution in its violence. 


If blood poisoning by the primula 


obcoulcn does not take this funn. It 
brings about the sllll more dreadful 
erysipelas. Oases of poisoning through 
euling tbo berries of the belladonna, or 
deadly nightshade, are all too frequent, 
but there Is tho gravest danger in oveu 
handling this attractive plant. 


It is a very common practice In the 


country among parties of young peo- 
ple to pick the berries and flick them 
nt each other with tho fingers for 
sport Then, when heated by the fun 
and fusillade, the face Is sometimes 
mopped with a handkerchief 
up6n 


which fingers sticky with tbe juice uf 
the berries have been wiped. 


Should but just a little of this get 


into ofie of the' eyes a fearful calamity 
may eusuc. Iritis, or paralysis of the 
iris of tbo eye, which invariably re- 
sults In blindness, has boon known to 
come on, and against this dread dis- 
ease medical skill has as yet proved 
unavailing. This, too, Is in face of tho 
paradoxical fact thnt treatment with 
tincture of belladonna Is the ono usual- 
ly adopted in tbe elementary stages of 
Iritis.

AGAINST A MONSTER IT A DRAMATIC SCENE. 


THIS IS THE BATTLE OF THE AN- 


THRACITE-COAL MINERS. 


A Plnln Statement ot tlie C«m by 


One nt ClilcaKo'* Lending D»llI«-». 
Uuty ol the United Stuten Depart- 
nient of jDHtlce. 


When the railways that run through 


the anthracite coal districts of Penn- 
sylvania decided to own the mines 
from which they hauled the coal 'to 
market, 
they put up the 
freight 


charges to a prohibitive price. It was 
the policy of confiscation and was suc- 
cessful. 
Mines and coal lauds were 


sold by their owners to the railways. 
The sales were forced sales. 


There are more urines than are need- 


ed to supply the coal that is required 
by consumers ut the high prices charged 
for it. The result is that the output of 
the various mines is limited according 
to nn agreement among the rhine oper 
ating companies. Mines are shut down 
part of the year. That throws the 
miners out of work. By the encourage- 
ment of foreign immigration into the 
mining districts the coal companies 
supplied themselves with more labor 
than' they need. They made labor 
cheap. They have paid low wages and 
have made many charges against the 
men, such as those for rent, powder 
for blasting (a shameful overcharge), 
doctors' services (whether required or 
not), oil for Jumps and provisions from 
company stores. In 11)00 the United 
Mine Workers of America organized 
the anthracite coal miners and brought 
on a great strike lasting forty-two days 
and resulting in a substantial victor} 
for the men. Some of the old bittir 
wrongs were righted. 


Other wrongs remain. Wages ate 


fearfully low. Work Is precarious. The 
miner can barely live on what he'is 
permitted to earn. Meanwhile the price 
of anthracite coal to the consumer has 
risen enormously. The coal monopoly, 
working under an ironclad agreement, 
absorbs the great profits and hhlec 
them away under tricky bookkeeping 
by which 40 per cent or mor« of the 
•selling price of coal disappears us 
freimit charges, paid by the monopoly 
to itself. The.se charges are wildly un 
reasonable. Meanwhile the minor Is 
permitted to dig when fbe mine is not 
shut down by agreement, making a 
bare living. He costs so little that the 
coal monopoly does not have to im- 
pnno its methods. It can continue to 
use obsolete machinery and do its 
work in a wasteful manner because 
men are so cheap. 


Tlie coal trust pays its men on an 


average $1.'2$ a day. 
As the miners 


are employed only a part of the time, 
the figures do not fairly represent what 
their wages are In proportion to their 
living expenses.

Th» Meeting at 
Hnzletcm Which 


Culled the Caul Miner** Strike. 


The picturesque predominates In the 


great anthracite struggle now being 
fought in Pennsylvania. Possibly no 
labor war in. the history or the United 
States 'has ever had quite the impres- 
sive beginning of this contest, says a 
correspondent of the New York Post 


Hesitating, postponing final desper- 


ate action from day to day in the futile 
hope that Mark Hnnna and his col- 
leagues of the National Civic federa- 
tion would somehow cement peace, 
John Mitchell and the executive board 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
left the decision in the hands of the 
700 delegates called from every local 
union iu the anthracite belt. 


That final strike convention in the 


dingy Hazletou Opera House was a 
memorable one. Outside the hundreds 
of idle miners from the breakers ad- 
joining Hazleton were packed upon the 
uneven sidewalks like a swaying log 
glut iii a Maiue drive. The proceed- 
ings behind the locked doors were un- 
heard by them, b\it they had faith in 
John Mitchell, whose face they wore 
upon the union buttons in their coat 
lapels. They were waiting for a strike 
declaration, and they believed they 
were not to be disappointed. 


Inside John Mitchell sat at a little 


table near the wings and looked the 
eager assemblage over. By him sat 
Miss Morris, his secretary, whose pret- 
ty summer frock and air' of refinement 
contrasted strangely with the rough 
faces and coarse clothing of the men 
about her. Besides Mrs. East, the offi- 
cial stenographer of the United Mine 
Workers, she was the only woman in 
the convention hall. 


In the battered orchestra chairs were 


men who had walked fifteen olios to 
attend the convention, men who had 
tramped over hard and uneven coal 
pikes from 
mining hamlets to- the 


Mnind of a fife and drum shrilled and 
thumped by their sons, who were at 
Xhat moment tooting and thumping to 
keep up the eager enthusiasm of the 
crowd upon the sidewalk. 
There was 


a lull in the proceedings while the com- 
mittee on credentials adjourned to one 
of the dressing rooms. It was during 
this interim that the most striking in- 
cident of the day occurred. The chair 
took a fifteen minute recess, and tin. 
delegates turned to one another I'oi 
conversation. The gathering soon be- 
came boisterous, with calls across tlie 
chairs and now and then a bit of song 
from a group of Welsh pitmen from 
Drlfton. The delegates caught tlie spirit 
of the thing and called for songs. The 
Welshmen, big, dark skinned fellows, 
ten or fifteen of them, members of tin; 
musical organization 
in the mining 


town which is famous for its singing 
societies, arose and swung into the in- 
spiring words of "Comrades In Arms." 
The delegates were on their feet at the 
end imploring for more. John Mitchell 
sat and looked on with much the ap- 
pearance of nn old man watching chil- 
dren playiug at a school recess. Thei e 
were calls for more music. 
A tall, 


straight shouldered miner from Me- 
Adoo was pushed upon a chair by his 
comrades. 


"One Night In June!" some one yelled. 


The boy — he was only twenty-one — 
smiled, threw back his Chin and sang 
tlie song with a pure, but untrained 
tenor. 


That afternoon the convention unan- 


imously passed the vote to continue the 
general strike. As the last ballot was 
counted some one snatched the Amer- 
ican flag from tho wall back of the 
chairman's desk and threw it over t!ie 
shoulders of John Mitchell, who stool 
looking out over tlio house, this lime 
unsmiling and with tears in his eyes. 
The two women were crying outright. 
As for the delegates, they were upon 
:he chairs, cheering mightily. Then in 
the loosed bedlam from the corner 
where the dark skinned Welsh dele- 
gates stood came a swelling note. It 
reached the wings and echoed back 
again, until the walls rang, and the 
triumphant song burst through the 
locked door and out into the street, 
where the crowd was waiting. "My 
Country, "Tls of Thee," the delegates 
chanted triumphantly, fervently.

one who saw the miners at that mo- 
ment could have doubted their sincer- 
ity or the determination with which 
they enter upon the conflict

INTERESTING HISTORY. 


fhe F»par From Wlilflh the X>«el»rMtioa 


of Indev*BdeBO« WMT K««d. 


In the address on "Old Time Newi- 


lapers and Their Editors" given by 
Oaleb A. Wall iu the Society of Au- 
iquity building tbero was a inucb 
more detailed accoubc of the oldest 
newspapers printed in this country than 
&ere was space to print in the report 
made of the meeting. In the account of 
newspapers started in the different 
states, or colonies, it was stated that 
the Philadelphia American Weekly 
Mercury, started Dec. 22, 1717, the first 
newspaper printed in Pennsylvania, was 
printed and published by Andrew Brad- 
ford till his death, Nov. 23, 1742, aud 
afterward continued by his widow un- 
til 1746, and soon after discontinued. 


This Andrew Bradford was son of 


William Bradford, the first printer in 
Pennsylvania and in New York, and it 
was for Andrew Bradford that Benja- 
min. Franklin first worked as printer 
when he left his brother James ia Bos- 
ton and went to Philadelphia in 1728, 
at the age of 16, he and his brother 
having had a falling out. After work- 
ing a short time for Andrew Bradford, 
Franklin started a printing office on his 
own account in Philadelphia with frbe 
idea of starting also another newspaper, 
bnfc he was balked by the sudden ap- 
pearance of another newspaper there. 
Dec. 
24, 1728, by Samuel Keimer, called 


The Universal Instructor In All Arts 
and Sciences, and Pennsylvania Gazette, 


Franklin, being greatly disappointed, 


used his utmost efforts to bring the pa- 
per into contempt, having such effect 
that after it had been published nine 
months less than 100 subscribers had 
been obtained for it, and Franklin man- 
aged to buy it out for a small consider- 
ation. He expunged the first part of the 
title, retaining the last part, the "Peun- 
sylvania Gazette," and continued it with 
this name with success. Until Frank- 
lin's appointment as postmaster of Phil- 
adelphia in 1740, however, Bradford's 
Mercury had the largest circulation, bui 
after that Franklin's paper bad tho lead 
ia circulation and influence, and Brad- 
ford's was soon after discontinued. So 
we have hero practical evidence of 
Franklin's success of a newspaper busi- 
ness competitor. 


In 1748 Franklin took in David Hull 


as partner, who succeeded to the sole 
management of the paper in 1758, whoa 
Franklin was appointed deputy post- 
master general for the colonies. After 
Hall's death in 1772 the paper pa^ed 
into tbo hands of Andrew Brown, \\ ho 
changed the name to Philadelphia Go.- 
zetto, his son and a Samuel Rolf suc- 
ceeding in the paper,. 


After some other changes in propri- 


etorship and management, this old pa- 
per, started by Benjamin Franklm in 
1729, 
coased to exist in 1845, when H 


was merged in tho Philadelphia North 
Arueriom after a life of 110 years. This 
Pennsylvania Gazette afterward, in 
1773, named the Philadelphia Gazette, 
is tho paper containing tho Declaration 
of Independence, which was intercepted 
on its way from Philadelphia to Boston, 
July 14, 1776, from which Isaiah Thoua- 
as, the founder of the Massachusetts 
Spy, read that immortal document to 
his follow citizens iu Worcester, from 
the- porch of tho Old South church, the 
first time it had been read or proclaimed 
on Massachusetts or New England soil. 


It was very natural that Isaiah Thom- 


as, who was then postmaster of Worces- 
ter by appointment of Benjamin Frank- 
lin as postmaster general of the United 
Colonies, should read that document 
from a paper which had been so long 
identified with the name of his distin- 
guished friend and fellow printer, Ben- 
jamin Franklin. 


To show that the citizens of Worces- 


ter appreciated the patriotic act of 
Isaiah Thomas in being the first to read 
the Declaration of Independence on 
Massachusetts soil, at the celebration 
of the Fourth of July in Worcester in 
1830, when Rejoice Newton presided, 
•with Colonel Isaac Davis and Otis Cor- 
bett as vice presidents, the oration was 
oy Hon. Peter C. Bacon, and addresses 
were made by Governor Lincoln and 
John Davis, and the following toast, 
proposed by Isaac Goodwin, was drunk 
with signal enthusiasm, "Our venera- 
ble townsman, Isaiah Thomas, Esq., 
who first promulgated the Declaration 
of Independence to the inhabitants of 
this vicinity, from the church and the 
press." 


In the eulogy on Isaiah Thomas de- 


livered after his death the following 
year by Isaao Goodwin, special refer- 
ence was made to this act of Isaiah 
Thomas by his eulogist. — Worcester 
Spy.

feet, giving an average depth of twen- 
ty-seven feet, can be utilized. The con- 
struction of an embankment 51,480 feet 
In length Is now contemplated, which 
will provide several large central ba- 
sins with sufficient depth of water to 
accommodate large first class steam- 
ers. 


The total cost of the scheme is esti- 


mated at !J,800,000 rublei, approximate- 
ly one-third of which will be expended 
as compensation to private individuals. 
Ihe authorities propose to recoup them- 
selves, however, by the levy of dues 
upon all ships passing through the 
strait. 
The 
completion of such a 


scheme will tend materially to increase 
the shipping traffic with the Azof ports.
